DUCATS  OF  CHIOS 

802.  The  following  group  of  gold  ducats  represent  20  different  dies  of  what  was 
once  considered  a very  scarce  coin.  Struck  on  the  Island  of  Chios  to  imitate 
Venetian  ducats  they,  among  other  coins  struck  in  various  places,  played  the 
key  role  in  forming  an  international  monetary  unit  during  crusades.  So  few  of 
them  were  known  until  recently  that  in  his  1965  edition  Friedberg  valued  them 
at  $500  while  common  sovereign  was  valued  at  $25  and  US  $20  gold  piece 
was  $65.  Today  the  sovereign  is  $100  and  double  eagle  is  $450,  yet  we  have 
an  opportunity  to  offer  these  rare  coins  at  only  $250.
